Store Broken Into 
T his m orning at 6 o’clock

Richardson found that his store at. I 
Stanton had been robbed. It looked f 
like a wholesale job. 
Twenty-seven I 
bolts of cloth—about all there was in 1 
the store—and over $300 
worrit 
of J 
shoes were missing. 
Numerous other! 
articles were gone. 
Sheriff Jackson and Deputy Charles ! 
Maxwell, the finger-print expert, went 
im m euiately to Stanton. They sleuth­ 
ed out tracks and signs, 
and 
found 
th at the thieves had come over the 
back fence. 
A window was broken, 
and through it one of the visitors .had 
crawled. The rear door was unlocked 
from the inside, and t,he loot, put into 
huge Backs, was carried out of the 
back yard to a one-horse wagon which 
was left nearly half a mile away. 
Among the tracks were two of men 
wearing tennis slippers.

How To Build Up Our Town 
A SERIES—NO. I ------------------- 


C* ROWTH, advance in population, in prosperity and in 
civic advantages, is the dream of every community. 
The importance of a town is gauged by the outside world 
by its figures of population. 
Every progressive man is 
anxious to see his town greater, confident that at the same 
time it must grow better. 
Where sd many towns are competing for the same 
end, many of these hopes must be disappointed. 
If some 
places gain, others will remain stationary or lose. 
If a 
community remains indifferent to its own advancement, 
the chances are that it will remain stationary, while its 
young and enterprising men go elsewhere. 
The problem of what practical things can be done to 
make a town advance in population and prosperity is one 
vitally important to our own community. 
How shall we 
get our share of the splendid advance that has been ac­ 
complished by so many places, which has multiplied the 
value of all property and of every solvent business, and se­ 
cured many public improvements and comforts of living 
not otherwise to be had? 
This question was put recently by a representative of 
this paper, to the secretary of a hustling Board of Trade in 
one of the most progressive cities in the United States. 
The questioner expected to have the secretary reel 
off a long story of organization and machinery, by which 
new industries were secured, capital subscribed, and fac­ 
tories built. 
Instead he was surprised to hear the Board of Trade 
man reply, that it often seemed to him that the getting of 
new industries and increases in population were a matter 
of lupk or chance. “You can send your appeals in a thou­ 
sand directions,” he said, “and get nothing. 
Then in 
some unexpected way the news of your advantages makes 
an impression on the thousand and first man, in the quar­ 
ter where you least expected it, and you land something 
big.” 
This Board of Trade man did not mean that a com­ 
munity can lie back and go ahead without effort. On the 
contrary, only consistent and incessant effort can make a 
town grow. 
This effort ought not to be burdensome on 
any one man, but it must be persistent. The next follow­ 
ing editorials in this series will tell how several Board of 
Trade men think that these ends can be achieved.

ECRETARY of the Treasury William G. McAdoo and Controller of the 
Treasury John Skelton Williams created a sensation when they at­ 
tacked the methods of management of the famous 
Riggs 
National 
Bank of Washington, D. C. 
In a statement issued from his office Mr. Wil­ 
liams made a bitter attack on Charles C. Glover, president, and other of­ 
ficers of it. 
Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the National City Bank of 
New York, the largest bank in the United States, is a director in the Riggs, 
and is believed to have a financial interest in it. Bankers have suspected, 
because of statements heretofore made by treasury officials about the Na­ 
tional City Bank, that there was some feeling against Mr. Vanderlip. 
At 
any rate, they fear a controversy between the big bank and the treasury. 
The attack on the Riggs bank was carried so far that the controller an­ 
nounced he would not sanction the use of it as the depository of funds of 
national banks outside the capital. 
Financiers and bankers wait with in­ 
terest to learn whether or not. the trouble will develop into a fight between 
important financiers and the treasury officials.

Brea Progress: 
The incorporation 
meeting held in the Brea Photoplay on 
Wednesday evening was well attend­ 
ed and proved instructive to some who 
were not well posted on the subject. 
The feature of the meeting was a prac­ 
tical, straiglit-to-the-point, address by 
E. J. Murks, city 
attorney 
for 
the 
neighboring city 
of 
Fullerton. 
Mr. 
Marks reviewed the history of Fuller­ 
ton as an incorporated town in such 
a clear, concise way that it could not 
help but enlighten many of the audi­ 
ence. 
Fullerton was incorporated in 1904, 
Mr, Marks stated, and there were few- 
er homes iii Fullerton then than there 
are iii Brea now. 
Also the assessed 
valuation was less than one-fourth of 
what Brea would have if the hill terri­ 
tory were incorporated. The tax rate 
the first year was set at 65 cents on 
the hundred dollar valuation. The av­ 
erage residence 
property 
in 
Brea 
would be assessed at from $400 to $600 
and would at that rate pay a tax of 
from three to four dollars yearly, or 
about one dollar more than the pres­ 
ell. county tax rate. These were the 
principal poiuts of Mr. Marks’ address, 
and at Hie close lie was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause. 
Albert Banner reviewed the explana­ 
tion which lie made at the previous in­ 
corporation meeting as to the logical 
boundaries. 
It will be remembered 
that two and one-half sections 
lying 
between the Fullerton city limits and 
the Orange county line were suggested 
as being Hie logical territory to In­ 
clude, as it would give Brea a greater 
assessed valuation than any town in 
the county, except Santa Ana and Ful­ 
lerton, the latter embracing seventeen 
sections. 
Much discussion then followed as to 
how the oil companies might view In­ 
corporation. 
Several suggested vari­ 
ous things the oil companies might 
possibly do, which are not at all likely 
to occur. 
The idea seemed to be to 
encourage any wjho oppose incorpora­ 
tion to take an avowed stand on the 
question, but the sentiment 
was

strongly in favor ef the proposition 
that no one attem pted a real knock, 
even though there 
may 
have been 
some feeling of opposition.
